Think cupcakes are, like, so 2004? Think 
again. 

Like a Hollywood starlet, they have been 
exposed every which way— high-end and 
low, fancy and down-home. But unlike those 
pretty young things, the cupcake’s time in the 
sun goes on and on. 

And in Chicago and else- 
where across the country, these 
little paper-clad stars just keep soaking in the 
love. 

In fact, their popularity may even outlast 
you know who, who helped set off this craze: 
Sarah Jessica Parker, whose “Sex and the City” 
character— Carrie Bradshaw— was famously 
seen wearing knee socks and devouring a 
pink-frosted cupcake outside Manhattan’s 
Magnolia Bakery back in the day. 

“I think they remind you of childhood,” said 
John Nicolaides, a self-professed chief egg crack- 
er at Molly’s Cupcakes who co-owns the Lincoln 
Park shop with his brother. The store is named 
after Nicolaides’ 3rd-grade teacher, and its bakers 
follow the same recipe Miss Molly used to bake 
cupcakes for her students’ birthdays. 

Nicolaides, 37, says about 1,500 cupcakes 
make their way from the Molly’s ovens to 
customers’ stomachs each day. Yet with some 
cupcakes costing up to $4.95 a pop, what’s 
the draw— especially in this economy? 

“It’s just something that appeals to people,” 
said Aileen O’Sullivan, 21, a cupcake waitress 
at Molly’s. “They look pretty. They taste 
good. You can give them as presents.” 

And don’t forget the celebrity angle. 

Even Martha Stewart is chiming in 
with some — surprise, surprise — labor-inten- 
sive decoration and presentation ideas in her

book “Martha Stewart’s Cupcakes,” published 
this month. 

Her ideas include graduation cupcakes 
topped with cookies made to look like diplo- 
mas (tied with blue sour candy ribbons), cup- 
cakes covered in piped grass icing with little 
marzipan ladybugs, and cupcakes frosted to 
look like little chicks. 

“They’re an icon of the American 
bakery. People want to find something real 
and natural and true,” says Elfie Weis, a 
Frenchwoman who has been so entranced 
with cupcakes that she’s considering opening 
a Paris branch of her Mar Vista, Calif., shop, 


Hotcakes Bakes. 

At Swirlz Cupcakes in Lincoln Park, busi- 
ness has always been consistent, said owner 
Pam Rose. While there doesn’t seem to be a 
“cupcake season,” certain holidays are more 
popular for the dessert, she said. 

“Valentine’s and Mother’s Days — those are 
the best two days of the year,” Rose, 52, said. 

While the shop has debuted more than 
400 flavors, customers have demonstrated 
their clear favorites. 

“People come back for the red velvet cup- 
cake,” she said. “Vegan cupcakes are also 
spectacular. They sell it out every day” 


Rose said the store can sell anywhere 
between 200-1,500 cupcakes any day of the 
week. And the economy hasn’t yet discour- 
aged fans of the confections. 

“We have a following of customers,” she 
said. In fact, the turbulent economy has 
“quite the opposite” effect, she says. 

“In a recession, people will treat them- 
selves to small luxuries.” 

And they’ll treat themselves to small indul- 
gences as well, according to at least one trade 
group. 

The Retail Bakers of America, on its offi- 
cial list of a baker’s dozen reasons behind the 
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cult of the cupcake, notes that cupcakes are 
“somewhat indulgent, yet sensible because 
they are portion-controlled.” 

While cupcake shop owners and employ- 
ees RedEye spoke to said they think cupcakes 
will always be a popular treat, the trendy des- 
sert isn’t always the pastry of choice in a cafe 
or bakery with other pastry offerings. 

Caitlin McCahill, 25, assistant manager at 
Twisted Sister in Old Town, says though the 
cupcake is popular among regulars, the cook- 
ie sometimes prevails. 

“We joke you can never tell what day it’ll 
be,” she said. “Sometimes it’s a cupcake day. 
Sometimes it’s a cookie day.”

State breakfast

The scene: Hotel breakfast. Words that 
once put fear in the hearts of discern- 
ing diners. But at some point, conno- 
tations of inflated prices and sub-par 
execution of perfunctory dishes like 
eggs Benedict and blueberry pancakes 
faded. These days, there are plenty of 
hotel spots that serve something more 
than three-cheese omelets and yogurt 
parfaits. State and Lake, the new res- 
taurant inside Loop boutique hotel 
The Wit, aspires to be among them. 

With lots of swanky leather seat- 
ing, cork floors and tabletops, and a 
separate street entrance in addition 
to the standard off-lobby entry, the 
dining room doesn’t have a typical 
hotel look. But it does have an eerily 
polished hotel air, which is only exac- 
erbated by service that feels painfully 
rehearsed. 

If you’re looking for a convenient 
place to meet for a morning meal in 
the Loop, it’s hard to think of a better 
place than the easy-to-fmd, “E’-acces- 
sible intersection of State and Lake. 


Got out-of-towners coming in this 
summer? When they ask where to 
meet for breakfast in the city, point 
them here. 

The cuisine: Chef Bradley 
Manchester, who oversees all of State 
and Lake’s menus as well as room 
service and banquet facilities for The 
Wit, admirably balances necessary 
convention and welcome innovation. 
There are certainly nods to trained 
hotel guests— witness the steel-cut 
oats ($6), the fruit parfait ($9) and 
the build-your-own omelet ($14). But 
there also are more creative dishes 
that make State and Lake worth a stop 
even if you’re not entertaining out-of- 
towners or holding an early-morning 
meeting. 

A short rib omelet ($13) reinvents 
a dish from the dinner menu, putting 
melt-in-your-mouth, red and white 
wine-braised short ribs into a thick 
omelet with melty cambozola cheese 
and shiitakes. Pecan- and banana- 
topped Guinness pancakes ($13) are 
dense and ever-so-slighdy malty with

crisp brown edges, thanks to the hit 
of Irish stout in the batter. And then 
there are the State and Lake Bennies 
($14), two country biscuits topped 
with poached eggs, braised pork 
shoulder and smoked garlic hollanda- 


ise. Of course, if you seek the familiar 
safety of eggs Benedict ($13), State and 
Lake’s got you covered there too.

In her new book, “Fat: An Appreciation of a Misunderstood Ingredient, with Recipes,” Jen- 
nifer McLagan effectively makes the case that fat is not only essential to good cooking but to 
good health. In four sections covering butter, pork fat, poultry fat, and beef and lamb fats, she 
offers a number of recipes to help us see the light. 


Spicy Buttered Popcorn 

Makes 8 cups 

This caramel corn recipe uses way 
more butter than most versions. 
Pureed chipotle peppers add just 
the right punch. . 

» 8 cups popped corn 
» 1 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
» Vi cup butter 
» 2 tablespoons corn syrup 
» Vi teaspoon fine sea salt 
» 3 tablespoons pureed chipotle 
peppers in adobo sauce 
» Vi teaspoon baking soda 

-Adapted from “Fat” by Jennifer 
McLagan 


» Preheat the oven to 250 degrees and line a rimmed 
baking sheet with baker’s parchment. Spread the 
popcorn on the lined baking sheet. 

» Combine the brown sugar, butter, corn syrup and sea 
salt and stir the mixture over medium heat until the 
butter and sugar melt and the mixture comes to a boil. 
Stop stirring and allow the mixture to boil until it reaches 
250 degrees on a kitchen thermometer. Take the pan off 
the heat and stir in the chipotle pepper puree and the 
baking soda. 

» Pour the mixture over the popcorn and stir with a 
heatproof silicone spatula until the popcorn is evenly 
coated. Bake the popcorn for 35 minutes, stirring two or 
three times. Cool to room temperature before serving. 
Store any leftovers in an airtight container.

This light, frothy version is an alternative to 
the heavy, super-sweet pina coladas you find 
at most bars. To make the pineapple puree, 
just run fresh pineapple slices through a 
blender, juicer or food processor. 

Pina colada means “strained pineapple,” 
but this version is “sin colar” (unstrained), 
which is easier and helps keep the drink 
from separating too quickly Make sure to 
use coconut water, not coconut milk or 
cream of coconut mix. White rhum agricole 
gives the drink a fresher taste. Serves four. 


INGREDIENTS 

»1 pineapple, peeled, cored and cut into 
chunks, plus small slices for garnish 
» 4 ounces white rhum agricole 
» 4 ounces coconut water 
» 3 to 4 cups ice 

DIRECTIONS 

» Place the pineapple chunks in a blender; 
puree to yield 12 ounces. (Measure what’s 
needed for this recipe, then freeze any 
leftover puree for another use.) 

» Combine the 12 ounces of pineapple 
puree, white rhum agricole and coconut 
water in a blender, then add three cups of 
the ice. Blend on high for about 1 minute; 
add ice as needed. 

» Pour into individual Collins glasses; 
garnish each portion with a pineapple slice 
and a straw.

WASHINGTON Sen. Charles Grassley was 
darned annoyed when he saw that President 
Obama was having a good time in Paris. 

So Grassley tweeted in protest: “Pres 
Obama while u sightseeing in Paris u said 
‘time to delivr on healthcare’ When you are a 
“hammer” u think evrything is NAIL I’m no 
NAIL.” 

Translation: “We were working when he was 
playing. I kind of resented that,” Grassley said 
in an interview 

Something else also was going on here: The 
75-year-old, 28 -year Senate veteran— one of 
the most powerful Republicans in Congress — 
was making himself heard through Twitter, the 
quick-message system often favored by folks 
half a century younger than Grassley 

Grassley is one of an estimated 30 senators 
and more than 100 members of the House 
of Representatives who use Twitter— quite 
a development in an institution where mes- 
sengers still bow when they enter the Senate 
chamber and votes are taken by members 
often putting their thumbs up or down. 

The irony, said Senate associate historian 
Don Ritchie, is that “members still use 19th- 
Century language in the chamber,” referring 
to one another in floor debate as the “distin- 
guished gentlelady from Missouri” and so 
forth. 

But there’s another tradition tugging at 
members: the need to keep the folks back 
home informed— and get re-elected— that’s 
long meant keeping up with the latest in com- 
munication trends. After all, the first mes- 
sage sent by telegraph (“What Hath God 
Wrought!”) was sent from the Capitol to 
Baltimore by Samuel F.B. Morse on May 24, 
1844. 

Grassley got miffed at Obama because 
the president said he wanted hard work on 
health care legislation, and Grassley’s staff 
was working while the president was relax- 
ing in Paris. 

Obama had gone to France to speak at 
Normandy for the 65th anniversary of D-Day 
on June 6. He also took his family sightseeing 
and in the evening had dinner with his wife at 
a Paris bistro where they dined on roast lamb 
and filet of beef with bearnaise sauce. 


“I suppose I was being unfair,” Grassley said 
later in an interview, “but he was being unfair 
to me.” 

He tweets, Grassley said, because he’s 
always tried to use the latest communication 
methods to reach his constituents. He’s got 
a cable TV show, recently did a constituent 


“telephone town meeting” that attracted 
an estimated 3,000 people, and has a blog, 
Facebook and MySpace profiles, and a Web 
page. 

“Town meetings are old fashioned. I still do 
them, but I can reach a lot more people in dif- 
ferent ways.”

Sleep isn’t just a chunk of time carved 
out to recharge for the following day 
Increasingly, scientific evidence shows 
that life and sleep are woven together 
like 8oo-thread-count sheets. How 
people fare during their waking hours 
has a lot to do with how they sleep — and 
vice versa. 

Income, employment status, relation- 
ship satisfaction and hobbies all affect 
sleep, according to research presented 
last week in Seattle at the annual meet- 
ing of the Associated Professional Sleep 
Societies. And sleep affects health, rela- 
tionships and decisionmaking. 

“Sleep is related to everything,” said 
Michael Grandner, a fellow at the Center 
for Sleep and Respiratory Neurobiology 
at the University of Pennsylvania. 

Some news from the meeting: 

»Who can’t sleep? In one presenta- 
tion, Grandner reviewed responses 
from 159,856 people who participated in 
a government survey— one of the larg- 
est to gather data on sleep difficulties. 
Overall, 1 in 5 people reported problems 
with sleep on seven of the 14 nights 
before the survey Grandner found lit- 
tle difference among racial and ethnic 
groups, except for people of Asian eth- 
nicity, who had far fewer problems. 

» But people in lower socioeconomic 
levels, especially women, reported more 
problems. So did divorced and separated 
people, especially divorced and separat- 
ed men. 

» And men who described them- 
selves as homemakers reported sleep 
problems on par with people who were 
unemployed (who had high rates of 
problems). 

» Perhaps most surprising, the worst 
sleep seems to occur in men and women 
ages 18 to 24. “The story with age is fas- 
cinating,” Grandner said. “Usually, the 
common knowledge is that as you get 
older you have more sleep problems. We 
found pretty much the opposite.”
